Economic Intelligence, which is published by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States, has 
something of interest to say about the profits earned 
by the meat packprs— and the influence of those 
profits on your meat bill. 

In 1954, the packers sold the incredible total of 
$11 billion worth of meat. On that, they earned a 
profit of $45 million. This works out to four-tenths of 
one cent on each dollar of sales. Putting it another 
way, If you buy a 10-pound roast, one cent to two 
cents of what you, pay, goes to the packers. Few 
people, of course,. buy so large a roast, so on a stand- 
ard sized purchase the packers' profit is much less. 

The farmer got- the biggest part of the packers' 
sales dollar by far— 76 cents of' it went for livestock 
and other agricultural products. Then payrolls took 
a little over 12 cents, taxes about one cent, and a 
variety of other expenses came to a trifle under 11 
cents. 

It has also been pointed out, wage increases 
granted packing Industry workers in 1955 exceeded 
by a substantial margin the entire net profits of the 
Industry. The average wage as of a recent date was 
more than $100 a week, as compared with about $61 
at the end of 1949. 

The packers perform a complex and absolutely 
essential service for a mighty modest return.
